4. Claims 1,3,4, 6-1 8, 20-34, 43, 73-78 and 82-95 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a medical device comprising a balloon comprising a first 
material and a discrete strip of a second material encapsulated in the first material and 
extending continuously through a body portion and tapered portions of the balloon, 
where there is a cutting element carried by the balloon centered over the discrete strip 
of the second material such that portions of the balloon made from the first material that 
are adjacent to the discrete strip form flaps each time the balloon is deflated such that 
the cutting element is located in a furrow between the flaps.
